'POSSE STARTS IX PURSUIT. 


Immediately after the sheriff's office 


in this city was notified of the break by 
the prison officials a posse started for 
l-'oUom to assist in the search for the 
. escaped convicts. 


The prisoners took with them beside 


Warden Wilkinson, hi-i grandson, Harry 
\, ...drison, and Captain

six 


other officers of the prison. Shortly af- 


tcr the escape the two Wilkinsons and 
Murphy returned to the prison, the con- 
victs having released them. 


DON CONVICT GARB. 


Tlie other prison officials are still be- 


ing held by the convict:: v.-ho have gone 
in the direction of Mormon Island, about 
three miles cast ot" .Folsom. They took 
the clothes of Warden Wilkinson and 
Captain Murphy and 
compelled Harry 


Wilkinson to put on a convict suit. The 
convicts destroyed 
all the rifles 
and 


guns they did not take with them. 


TAKEN BY SURPRISE. 


Warden Wilkinson and the other offi- 


cers were taken by surprise by the con- 
victs. The oflicers were conversing in 
the warden's office when the convicts, 
many of them 
having guns 
in their 


hands, rushed into the room and made 
the party prisoners. It is now said that 
but fourteen prisoners escaped and that 
one of them gave up and returned to 
prison. 


Later reports say tli.it Guard Keeling 


was not injured by the convicts.

Pope Loo XIII came quietly to an end 
and those few who still lingered at the 
gates of the chapel of the «acrament in 
St. Peters were ordered to leave, and 
some two or three hundred persons, in- 
cluding Cardinal Goossenn who arrived 
i'rom Mceljlin just in time, poised slow- 
ly out of St. Peters into the sunlit piaz- 
za, and the world's last farewell to the 
great pope was over. Ten minutes later 
a line of infantry and gendarmes pourea 
jut of the basilicia and lined up on the 
tops 
in 
imposing array. The outer 


gates were then closed and the body of 
tbc pope was left to the tender care of 
those who iitid watched by Leo XIII in 
bis life time. 


The preparations for this evening's in-

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DR. DOWIE AND ZIONCITY 


An interesting Description of 
In- 


habitants and Their Mode 


of Worship. 


A Racine visitor to'Zion City contrib- 


utes the following: 


Thousands are thronging Shiloh Tab- 


ernacle, Zion City, Illinois. From July 
11 to July .21 is 2ion's third feast of 
tabernacles. The members of the Chris- 
tian Catholic cliurch ore so fervent in 
their religion that they will rise at two 
o'clock in the morning and drive twen- 
ty miles to attend the early morning 
sen-ice at half past six. 


Sunday morning, July 12, !.ix thousand 


people assembled'at tliis early morning' 
meeting. At 0:30, a thousand children 
gathered in the Sunday school, and at 
eleven o'clock there were more worship- 
ers than ia any of the largest churches 
of Kaeine. At two o'clock more than 
eight thousand people carao together to 
hear Dr. Dowie preach, and in the even- 
ing just as many. Hundreds were, turn- 
ed away for want of room. 


People entered the tabernacle at half 


past twelve, in order to have good seats 
for the two o'clock meeting. A great 
many 
cripples were present and 
also 


many negroes. 
Besides his own people, 


the Jews and the negroes ;iry the only 
ones Dr. Dowie speaks well of. 


Tho afternoon services 
began 
with 


right hundred surpliced men, women and 
children 
entering, singing a 
selection 


from 
Handel's Messiah. These 
eight 


hundred consisted of the full choir of 
roon and women, two or three hundred 
children and the deacons and deacon- 
esses. 


On the platform sat Dr. John Alexan- 


der Dowie, Mrs. Dowie, their son, Deacon 
Gladstone Dowie, Overseer Braccbridge, 
who has charge of all the educational in- 
terests of Zion City, Elder Speieher, who 
is one of the leading helpers 
of 
Dr. 


Powie, and a few other dignitaries. Mrs. 
Dowie read the scripture lesson, and 
Deacon Gladstone Dowie read the ten 
commandments, the choir chanting after 
each. Tho choir sang another selection 
from tho Messiah, and after the sermon 
tho choir marched out singing. 


It is truly very wonderful what Dr. 


Dowie has done. It is not two years 
since the tirst lot was sold, nnd today 
there is a flourishing city. The people 
all have good homes. Besides the lace 
factory, there is a candy factory, laun- 
dry, schools, a bank, and four snmll tab- 
ernacles, beside the large one that holds 
eight thousand people. There is not a 
saloon in town, and all the men are 
clean, manly looking men. 


The present f'hiloh Tabernacle is a 


large frame building very much like the 
Lakeside rink iu appearance, Thorc is 
a large gallery all around, and two gal- 
leries Ln. the back. About six doors open 
from the gallery onto a piazza, and there 
arc a dozen large doors leading from the 
ground floor. 


Near Shiloh Tabernncb is the baby 


house, where the babies arc left while 
the mothers go to church. A number is 
pinned to tho baby's dress and the same 
number is given to the mother. If the 
baby should become unmanageable, one 
of the nurses would appear in the door 
and hold up a large .ard with the num- 
ber on it. When the right mother sees 
the curd she withdraws. 


Shiloh Tabernacle, although an addi- 


tion has been put to it, is not large 
enough and another one is to be built 
that will hold thirty thousand people. 
When able, /.ion intends to build a mam- 
moth temple, such as the Mormons have. 


Ziou City, situated as it is, on the 


lake, is a beautiful phice to live. Many 
people are camping there in tcnU dur- 
ing this feast of tabernacles. To walk 
about this ideal city makes one think 
of Morc's Utopia. The people who live 
in Zion, own their bouses, but not the 
land, as it-is leased to them for a thou- 
sand years. This has to be done, for if 
•the land should be sold, they would nut 
be able to keep out the saloons and such 
things that arc obnoxious to them. Jlut 
if the people should nlovc from Zion, 
they would lose money,: us they have 
paid for tho lease of the Inud, but can- 
not sell it. 


There are ninny intelligent, cultured 


people living i:i Zion City, many of them 
from Kaeine. There' are many Zionists 
in this city. They hold meeting* in pri- 
vate homes, every week, but arc plan- 
ning to hire a hall. 


Tho religion of the Christian Catholic 


church is essentially the same as of any 
evangelical church. They 
believe, the 


Apostles' creed ami in immersing, bill 
immersing throe times instead of once. 
They take this stand from the scripture 
pa.*s»gc: "Baptize them in the name of 
the Father, and tho Son. and the Holy 
Ghost." 
The Zionists believe that Dr. 


Dowie is the second Elijah, Elijah the 
Restorer, and that Christ is soon to 
come. 


Even those people who do not believe 


in Dr. Dowie have to acknowledge that 
he is a very wonderful man. A visit to 
Zion City will prove this.

POSSE STARTS IX PURSUIT. 


Immediately after the sheriff's office 


in this city was notified of the break by 
the prison officials a posse started for 
Folsom to assist in the search for the 
. escaped convicts. 


The prisoners took with them beside 


Warden Wilkinson, his grandson, Harry 
\. ...cinson, and Captain 
Murphy, six 


other officers of the prison. Shorlly af- 


ter the escape the two Wilkinsons and 
Murphy returned to the prison, the con- 
victs having released them. 


DON CONVICT GARB/ 


The other prison officials are still be- 


ing held by the convicts who have gone 
in the direction of Mormon Island, about 
three miles east of Folsom. They took 
the 
clothes of Warden Wilkinson and 


Captain Murphy and 
compelled Harry 


Wilkinson to put on a convict suit. The 
convicts destroyed 
all the rifles 
and 


guns they did not take with them. 


TAKEN BY SURPRISE. 


Warden Wilkinson and the other offi- 


cers were taken by surprise by the con- 
victs. The officers were conversing in 
the warden's office when the convicts, 
many of them 
having guns 
in their 


hands, rushed into the room and made 
the party prisoners.

QUIET FOLLOWS RIOT SCENES.

DAX-VILLE, 111., July 27— Sunday, 


witnessed'no scenes of disorder following 
the terrible scenes of Saturday, when J. 
D. Metcalf, a colored murderer of young 
Henry Gatterman, was dragged from the 
city prison, lynched and burned on the 
street in-front of the jail, after which 
the mob attempted to batter down the 
doors of the county jail and secure two 
other negroes confined there. 


It 
is the quiet, however, . that is 


brought about by the glitter of rifles in 
the hands of soldiers who are licensed 
to kill. On the surface all is peaceful, 
but underneath the .storm of rage and 
hatred is boiling aud threatens to break 
forth anew when the troops shall have 
departed. 


Tossed here and there on the-public 


square, as the capricious winds will it, 
are the fragments of clothing, bits of 
bloody hay an8- splintered wood, grcw- 
some mementoes of Saturday's sickening 
tragcuy, when the negro Mayfield was 
dragged to death and his corpse hacked 
to bits and burned. 


Yesterday afternoon four companies of 


the Seventh regiment, numbering 200 
men, arrived from Camp Lincoln nnd 
were placed on guard about the jail. The 
troops were under command of Col. John 
j.,x. Clasby. 


Most of the slightly wounded were 


struck in the hands and fingers, aud it is 
because of this fact they may be able to 
deny assistance with the battering ram. 
A sixty-foot steel rail 
was rammed 


through the door of the jail. As there 
were probably 100 persons holding the 
rail with their hands most of them re;, 
ceived one or more of the pellets in their 
digits and hands. The rail was dropped 
instantly and .from that time on no ef- 
fort was made to use it.

"The learned court held t'n<it the young 


men were guilty not of playing ball on 
Sunday hut of disturbing tlie peace by 
shouting and other noisy demonstrations 
which could be heard blocks away, and 
which distressed sick and nervous peo- 
ple and exasperated well people. 


The discrimination made by the court 


probably will he considered a hordship 
by the baseball players but .1 blessing by 
the residents of their locality. It is to 
be regretted that similar decisions do 
not apply in all cities, in Chicago espec- 
ially. There is not a vacant lot of any 
size in this city which is not occupied 
by ball teams and attendant crowds on 
Sundar?.

pression. Says The Hospital: 


"Xaturally a man praises 
the 
food 


which agrees with him, but whether or 
not a crust of bread be as wholesome! for 
others as it is for Mr. Tho/tcher, there 
is no doubt that'this plea for food that 
demands some effort in the eating is not 
untimely in an age 
when 
everybody 


scorns to want to have their 
digestion 


done for them. For some people, these 
prodiges'ted foods cause an absolute hun- 
ger dyspepsia. There ii nothing in them 
to 'stay' the stomach, and -the sufferer 
•would probably be better, instead of try- 
ing to find something still more digesti- 
ble, 'to put himself for n time on a. diet 
of brown bread and harieot beans. Not 
that either of'these is indigestible, though 
some might think Hie latter was. It is 
indeed difficult of digestion, but when 
digested the food value is high. The 
really indigestible things are those which 
have little food value, and 
make 
the 


stomach work for no profit; but if it be 
•worth the effort, a food that is difficult 
of digestion lias a certain merit of its 
own in that it exercises tho organs of 
digestion.

resented the simple strengthening 
fare. 


Vie speak of might console himself with 
the thought that when his digestion was 
thus strengthened he would be able to 
enjoy the pleasures of 'the table more 
than ever before; but if in the process of 
treatment he grew to enjoy the simplest 
foods, he would be none tho loser."

Rome correspondent .cables the follow- 
ing: 


The ring of 
the 
fisherman, 
-which 


should have been found on,the hand of 
the pope, has disappeared. It is not so 
much a question of its material as of its 
intrinsic value for the ring of the fish- 
erman is used to seal the papal bulls 
and is the outward sign of the authority 


of the pope. 


When the cardinal Camcrlingo certi- 


fies the death of n pope he receives the 
ring of the fisherman from the chamber- 
lain of his holiness. It is then destroy- 
ed in the presence of all the cardinals 
at the first meeting of tho Sacred, col- 
lege held after the pope's cleath. 


But when Cardinal Oreglia, the pres- 


ent camerlingo had certified to the death 
of Leo XIII, Monsignor Bisletti was a 
prey to the deepest despair and had to 
admit that the ring had disappeared. 
Cardinal Oreglia, who had. as is the cus- 
tom, brought his declaration of having 
received the ring from the papal cham- 
berlain, all written out, had to put it 
back in his pocket. 


NO CLUE TO ROBBE?.. 


.Mgr. Bisletti can give no indication as 


to the robber. The theft 
must 
have 


taken place between the death of the 
pope and the morning of the following 
day when Cardinal Oreglia officially cer- 
tified to hjs death. During this time a 
large 
number of persons entered 
the 


death chamber. 


The disappearance of the 
ring has 


caused a tremendous sens-ation at 
tho 


Vatican, where it is the sole subject of 
conversation. 


In the meantime in the certificate of 


death of Leo XIII oil allusion to receiv- 
ing the ring has been suppressed. 


1'riends of Mgr. Bislctti hope 
that 


when the seals arc removed from the 
cabinets of the la.tc pope the ring will 
be found iu one of them, but very little 
confidence is, felt. The ring should nev- 
er have left the pope's hand, and every 
one denies having touched it. 


ANOTHER ONE FOUND. 


When the time came to take the fish- 


erman's ring from Pope Leo's finger, it 
has just developed another was found in 
its place. This did not surprise anyone 
as generally the pontiff does not wear 
it, the ring being less of an ornament 
than an unused seal. At the first meet- 
ing of the congregation of cardinals al- 
ter the pope's death, when the famous 
ring should have ueen broken, the cere- 
mony was omitted and it was put on 
record that the ring, for the moment 
could not be found. 


LOST TWICE BEFORE. 


The fisherman's ring is known to have 


been 
lost twice before. . Among 
the 


state papers preserved at Simancas, near 
Valladolid, Spain, is a letter from Count 
Olivarcs. then Spanish ambassador 
at 


Home, to Philip II, dated September 5, 
15SS, saying: 


"Sixius V has been very ill from anx- 


iety 
and vexation. The vexation 
to 


which I refer was at missing the fisher- 
man's ring. He carried it with him in a 
P'irse, and he discovered that he had 
been robbed of it by a cupbearer. Un- 
less the publicity given to 
the 
affair 


obliges him to punish the .man he will 
not do so, or even dismiss .him, such is 
his affection for those who servo Mm. 
The pope would do anything to avoid 
showing the world that his confidence 
had been abused." 


In September, 1809, the late Pope Leo 


was insistently asked for an audience by 
an under servant, aikl yielding to curi- 
osity, he granted it, whereupon the man, 
entered, and, kneeling, said.: 


"Your holiness, I have to restore to 


you wlmt has been a loss aofc only to 
you but to the world." 


After these words the man proffered 


the pope the fisherman's ring, which had 
been found.. 


Pope Leo looked at it in surprise and 


then solemnly putting it on his finger, 


treasury and wa.3 given three dollars. 


KEPT HIDDEN AWAY. 


The ring has .never been seen since, as 


'Pope Leo privately hid it :or .locked it 
away,-unseen by ally oiiej so.great was 
his feat of losing'it again'. j3o far it has 
not been discovered, but tho -Vatican au- 
thorities 
assure the Associated Press 


that the ring will undoubtedly be found. 


On two other occasions the 1'lng was 


taken 
from- the papacy by force. In 


1797 
the French Republicans, invading 


the papcl states despoiled Plus VI of all 
his Valuables, and among them the fish- 
erman's ring. It was returned the next 
day as it had so intrinsic Value, 
, When Pins VII was kidnapped in the 
middle of the night and was made to 
giye up this ring, the pope gave it up 
after breaking it in two pieces which 
were kept in Paris until returned to 
Rome by Louis XVTH. 


LAST .FAREWELL IS OVER; 


On the stroke of midday, as tihe noon 


gun from the castle of St. Angelo was. 
fired, the lying in state of the body of 
Pope Leo XIII came quietly to an end 
and those few who still lingered at the 
gates of .the chapel of the sacrament in 
St. Peters were ordered to leave, and 
some two or three hundred persons, in- 
cluding Cardinal Goossens who arrived 
from Mechlin just in time, passed slow- 
ly out of St. Peters into the sunlit piaz- 
za, and the world's last farewell to the 
great pope was over. Ten minutes later 
a line of infantry and gendarmes pourea 
out o! the basilicia and lined up on the 
steps in imposing array. The 
outer 


gates were-then closed and the body oi 
the pope was left to the tender care of 
those who had watched by Leo XIII in 
his life time. 


The preparations for this evening's in- 


terment were immediately commenced. 


TROOPS LEAVE VATICAN. 


While the bells of the bascilicia rang 


out their melodious noon chorus, thu 
troops formed in column and 
were 


marched to the barracks. Their histor- 
ic incursion into the vatican territory 
ended without the slightest friction. 


It is estimated that 80,000 people pass- 


ed the catafalque since Thursday morn- 
ing. 


The last funeral mass in St. Peters 


was celebrated this morning in the chap- 
ed of Choir by Mgr. Panicy, canon of- 
the Vatican basilicia. At the same time 
funeral masses were celebrated in most 
of the churches of Home. 


RECEPTION OF DIPLOMATS. 


The most imposing ceremony today 


(•as the reception by the snored college 
in the hall of the 
consistory, 
of the 


whole diplomatic body accredited to the 
Vatican. All the diplomats were gor- 
geously uniformed and the cardinals 'had 


ori their magnificent violet Mfces-and 
were seated in huge aim ahaira, aocord- 
.5g to right of precedence. TBe ••Bortv* 
guese ambassador, M. Martins D'AiJtae, 
dean of the diplomatic corps/ was a*'4be 
head of the body. Be advancsd and &- 
ivcred an address iii French, expoeeaing 
the sorrow of all the power's at the death 
oi Pope Leo, who had acquired the uni- 
versal esteem of iihe world. 
. 


Ca-rdfoal Oreglia, dean of the college 


of cardinals, rose.and answered in Kal- 
ian. He thanked the diplomats in the 
name of the sacred college for tho part 
all the governments had taken io mourn- 
ing with the otarch. EC eulogized Pope 
Leo and his Work during liife pontificate 
and elided with expressing the hope that 
God will suggest to the sacred collego a 
worthy successor to Leo XITI. 


After this the members of tile diplo- 


matic body khsed the hands of all the 
cardinals and especially congratulated 
Cardinal Oreglia on the sentiments he 
had expressed and which produced the 
best of impressions. 


LAST RUSH TO VIEW CORPSE. 
During the early hours the piazza of 


St. Peters was not so crowded with per- 
sons ( desirous of viewing the body of 
Pope Leo as on the two preceding days; 
but when it became known that the op- 
portunity 
would cease at noon those 


who had been waiting until the last mo- 
ment hurried to the cathedral. This 
rush produced a heavy struggle which 
the police had some difficulty in hand- 
ing. 


It 
having been remarked that the 


whole scene of tho lying in state was 
wanting in light, those passing scarcely 
being able to see the features of the Jate 
pope, the authorities of th:: Vatican add- 
ed this morning to the flickering candles 
a line of electric globes; fixed over the 
gates of the chapel of the sacrament, the 
rays falling directly on the face and il- 
luminated it with great clearness. Tha 
body mil be buried at sunset this even- 
ing. 


HISTORY OF POPE'S LIFE.. 


Mgr. Farabulini, the famous Latin 


scholar, being-unable to accept the task 
of writing the oratio brevis (Latin eulo- 
gy upon the late pontiff, which will be 
buried with him) the congregation of 
cardinals today selected Father Cean- 
gilis, a Jesuit, to undertake that dnty. 


ROME, July 25, 9:40 p. m.—The body 


of Pope Leo was interred in St. P«ters 
tonight after one of the most impressive 
ceremonies ever seen in Rome.

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DR.DOWIEANDZIONC1TY 


An Interesting Description of In- 


habitants and Their Mode 


of Worship. 


A Racine visitor to'Ziou City contrib- j 


utes the following: 


Thousands are thronging Shiloh Tab- 


ernacle, Zion City, Illinois. From July 
11 to July .21 is Zion's third feast of 
tabernacles. The members of the Chris- 
tian Catholic church' are so fervent in 
their religion that they will rise at two 
o'clock in the morning and drive twen- 
ty miles to attend the early morning 
sen-ice at half past six. 


Sunday morning, July 12, six thousand 


people assembled at this early morning' 
meeting. .At 0:30, a thousand children 
gathered in the Sunday school, and at 
eleven o'clock there were more worship- 
ers than in any of the largest churches 
of Racine. At two o'clock more than 
eight thousand people came together to 
hear Dr, Dowie preach, and in the even- 
ing just as many. Hundreds were turn- 
ed away for want of room. 


People entered the tabernacle at half 


past twelve, in order to have good seats 
for the two o'clock meeting. A great 
many 
cripples were present and also 


many negroes. Besides his own people, 
the Jews and the negroes are the only 
ones Dr. Dowie speaks well of. 


The afternoon services 
began with 


eight hundred surpliced men, women and 
children 
entering, singing a selection 


from Handel's Messiah. These eight 
hundred consisted of the full choir of 
men and women, two or three hundred 
children and the deacons and deacon- 
esses. 


Dr. Dowie tried to buy the land where 
Winfchrop Harbor now stands, a few 
miles north of Zion, but did not suc- 
ceed. 


There are many reasons, for the large 


congregations. One of them is the beau- 
tiful music they hear. Another is that 
people are enthused by large crowds. 
The doctor tells them not to be late for 
church, and then adds that if they are, 
they will not be able to get in because 
every seat will be taken. And it is true. 


One of the residents was telling this 


story. Next to their 'home and opposite 
it, two houses are being built. Every 
morning before working, the workmen 
hold a prayer meeting, and first they 
hear singing from one side of the house, 
and then from across the way. 


No children are allowed on the streets 


after dark unless with grown people. If 
any one does not keep the laws uf the 
city, he is politely asked to move to 
Kenosha or Waukegan. 


The doctor is very proud of the choir 


and well may he be. He gives them 
many a treat. Gives them an excur- 
sion, across the lake to 
his summer 


home, etc. 


Zion City is only twenty miles from 


Racine, and any one would be interest- 
ed in taking a trip and seeing Dr. Dowie 
and his Zion. 


On the platform sat Dr. John Alexan- 


der Dowie, Mrs. Dov.'ie, their son, Deacon 
Gladstone Dowie, Overseer Bracebridge, 
who has charge of all the educational in- 
terests of Zion City, Elder Speicher, who 
is one of the leading helpers of 
Dr. 


Dowie, and a few other dignitaries. Mrs. 
Dowie read the scripture lesson, and 
Deacon Gladstone Dowie read the ten 
commandments, the choir chanting after 
each. The choir sang another selection 
from the Messiah, and after the sermon 
the choir marched out singing. 


It is truly very wonderful what Dr. 


Dowie has done. It is not two years 
since the first lot was sold, nnd today 
there is a flourishing city. The people 
all have good homes. Besides the lace 
factory, there is a candy factory, laun- 
dry, schools, a bank, and four small tab- 
ernacles, beside the large one that holds 
eight thousand people. There is not a 
saloon in town, and all the men are 
clean, manly looking men. 


The present SMloh Tabernacle is a 


large frame building very much like tho 
Lakeside rink in appearance. There is 
a large gallery all around, and two gal- 
leries in, Hie back. About six doors open 
from the gallery onto a piazza, and there 
are a dozen large doors leading from the 
ground floor. 


Near Shiloh Tabernacle is the baby 


house, where the babies are left while 
the mothers go to church. A number is 
pinned to the baby's dress and the same 
number is {riven to the mother. If the 
baby should become unmanageable, one 
of the nurses would appear in the door 
and hold up a large card with the num- 
ber on it. When the right mother sees 
the card she withdraws. 


Shiloh Tabernacle, although an addi- 


tion has been put to it, is not large 
enough and another one.is to be built 
that will hold thirty thousand people. 
When able, Zion intends to build a mam- 
moth temple, such as the Mormons have. 


Zion City, situated as it is, on the 


Take, is a beautiful place to live. Many 
people are camping there in tents dur- 
ing this feast of tabernacles. To walk 
about this ideal city makes one think 
of Move's Utopia. The people who live 
in Zion, own their houses, but not the 
land, as it is leased to them for a thou- 
sand years. This has to be done, for if 
the land should be sold, they would not 
be able to keep out the saloons and sucli 
tilings that arc obnoxious to them. But 
if the people should nlove from Zion, 
they would lose money,: as they have 
paid for the lease of the land, but can- 
not sell it. 
: 


There are many intelligent, cultured 


people living in Zion City, many of them 
from Racine. There are many Zionist 
in this city. They hold meetings in pri- 
vate homes, every week, but are plan 
ning to hire a hnll. 


The religion of the Christian Catholic 


church is essentially the same as of any 
evangelical church. They 
believe, the 


Apostles' creed and in immersing, but 
immersing three times instead of once 
They take this stand from the scripture 
passage: "Baptize them in the name o 
the Father, and the Son, and the Hoh 
Ghost."
